He raised the nation to 
a pitch of glory and splendour, far exceeding that 
of any nation of Burope—the armies he brought 
into the fiekl, exceeded those brought by any 
other ruler of France ; and he had nearly succeed- 
ed in imposing upon Europe a belief, (which he 
himsclt probably entertained,) that he was invin- 
cible. But, alas! how fleeting is human great. 
ness! fis enemies succeeded, purtly by the cor- 
ruption of his Marshals, and partly by the force of 
arms, in effecting his downfal!, and removing bim 
to the Island of Biba; where, shortly alterwatds, 
he conceived the bold design of recovering the 
throne of France, with a handtal of men, in which 
he finally succceded. Europe again, jealous of 
the nation, and of his glory, raised the standard 
of bosulity ; and quickly after, a battle ensued at 
Waterloo, which completed the overthrow of his 
iliustrious career. After hastening to Paris with 
the tidings of his own misfortune, he fled to Roch- 
fort, from whence he surrendered to Captain 
Maitland, on board the British ship Bellerophon, 
and was sholy afterwards conveyed to the Island 
of St Helena, where be ended his days. 

This is a striking instance of the mutability of 
human greatness, sull fresh in the memory of all; 
and a coavmeing proof that perfect happmess is 
not to be found in riches or honours. In what

thropist, philosopher, and pride of the New World 

I occasionally (now put on your guessing caps) 
pay a visit to the old printing office, where the 
Saturday Evening Post is now printed, and feel 
sometimes a respect, nay almost erneration, for 
its walls, within which our illustrious countryman, 
Franklin, was once established ; and where, per- 
haps, while at his daily task, some of the plans, 
which afterwards rendered his name so distin- 
guished throughout the civilized world, might 
have been first conceived, The paper he printed 
was, I think, the second that was ever printed in 
this city, The first was the “ Mercury,” which 
appears, at least from Krimer’s statement, to bave 
been most wretchedly conducted. 

On the 24th of December, 1728, Samuel Krimer 
issued-the frst number of the “Pennsylvania Gu- 
zette,”” accompanied with large professions and 
promises. He, however, soon relinquished it ; and 
on Thursday, the 25th of October, 1729, the paper 
was published by Franklin, in conjunction with 
H, Meredith—* At the new printing office, near 
the Market, where advertisements are taken in, 
and all persons may be supplied with the p 
at ten shillings @ year.” It was but little A oa 
than half the size of the Post, and printed with 
a large type, in two columns, on coarse paper. 

Whether the following lines, written by himself 
which used to be (an! perhaps now are) pasted 
up in your office, were placed there during his 
occupancy, or otherwise, 1 cannot say, but from 
their smoky, ancient appearance, it is not unlikely 
they were.

Rocker Surnman.—lt is said of Mr. Sherman, 
hy the biographer of the signers of the declaration 
ol independence, that Mir. Jefferson observed to 
Dr. Smith of Newburyport, in showmg him differ.

Mr. Sherman, of Connectiout, a man who never 
suid a foolish thing in bis lite.” Fuaher Ames was 
accustomed to express his epinion of him by say- 
ing, “that it he happened to be out of his seut 
when a subject was discussed, and came in when 
the question was about to be taken, be always felt 
safe m voting as Mr. Sherman did; for he always 
voted right.” Mr. Macon, now a distingumbed 
member m the Senate of the United States, once 
remarked to Mr. Read, of Marblehead, tormerly a 
member of Congress, that “ Roger Sherman had 
more comimbon sense than any man he ever knew » 
The learncd and pious Dr. Rewards used to call 
him his * great and goed trend senator Sherman.”

This great and wise man was self-taught, His

ANIMAL LIFE, 

A correspondent at ‘Toulon, after extol- 
ling theexperimental physiology of Mayren- 
die, adds About three wecks ayro he made 
a very extraordgary discovery, and one 
likely to lead to the most Mmpottant te- 
sults. Ile divided the principal nerves of 
an animal at different times, to become ace 
quainted with their different uses. To nis 
great astonishment, he found invariably on 
dividing a pair of nerves proc ceeding from 
the spinal marrow, that he dep: ived the 
ibimal of motion and instinct. On cutting 
the one to the right, the animal was de- 
prived of instinct; and dividing the left, of 
motion, without destroying hfe.

LETTER II. 

My Dear Baotnen, 

In my last I gave you as full an account of the 
general features of the country, as the limits which 
I propose to myself would permit. This, shall be 
devoted to the subject of the Indian natives, whose 
singular and melancholy fate is so weil calculated 
lo excite OUF Interest and compassion. 

Kt may not be irreievant to the subject, or en. 
tirely umonteresting to a mud curious as yours in 
such matters, to give a succinct account of the In- 
dian traditions re>peciing themselves prior to their 
settlement here, and thew acquaintance with the 
whites. 

The Indians, formerly inhabiting this district 
belonged to the Lenom Lenape, more generally 
known by the title of the Delaware vation.

His character, indeed, was such as could not fail 
to procure the esteem and respeet of the Inhans, 
and his conduct towards them, being guided on 
every occasinn by the dictates of Christian pringh 
ples, convinced them that they lad nothing to tear 
from bis government. His magnanimity, integri- 
ty and candour, ganed their confidence, while the 
benevolence of his cisposition and the mildness of 
hia manners, won their hearts. 

With this great man the Lenape concluded a 
treaty the mont celebrated perhaps in the annals 
of the world. ht deserves particular notice. Pree 
vious to his sailing for the American cun'inent be 
sent before him commin-ioners who had instruc. 
tions to make with the Indians a treaty of eternal 
friendship. Thin was accordingly done and soon 
after the arrival of Wm. Peon, he appointed a day, 
on wich it was to be publicly ratitied) When the 
day arrived, attended by hi» smell train of follow. 
ers, consialing of men, women and children, he pro- 
ceeded to Shackamaxon, where the Sachems and 
their iribes were already assembling. They were 
vecn in the woods as far as the eye could reach, 
and looked frightful both on account of their num. 
bers and their arms. The Quakers are said to 
have been but a handful in compatison, and these, 
weaponless, yet undaunted, for they confided in 
the righteousness of their cause. 

Wm. Penn appeared in his usual clothes with. 
out any insignia of eminence, and was distinguish. 
ed only by a sky coloured sash wound round bis 
waist. ilies relation and secret ary, Col. Markham, 
stood on tis tight, his friend Pearson on his lett, 
and a (rainot Quakers behind; while in his hand 
he held a roll of parchment, comtammge the con- 
fic mation of the treaty of purchase and amity At 
a certain signal the Indians threw down thew bows 
aml arrows, and seated themselves round theie 
chiet m the fora of a half moon, upon the eround, 
when the chief Sachem announced to Win. Pena 
that the Nations were ready to hear him. lle 
then made a feeling and appropriate speech to the 
assembly, after which he presented the Parebment 
to the Sachem, who wore the horn in the chaplet 
the emblem of royality, and desired him and the 
other Sacherws (0 preserve it ca efully tor three 
Kenerations, that their chidren might know whet 
had passed between them, just as if he had re. 
mained with them bimself to repeat it. The Indi. 
ans spake in turn, and pledged th mselves to live 
mlove with Wm Penn and his children, as long 
as the sun and moon should endure. 

Thus was concluded a treaty bet 
nificant handdtul of peaceful and 
on the one hand, and an armed and Powertul wa- 
tion of barbarians on the other, equaily satisfacto- 
ry for both, and particularly advantageous to the 
quakers ; a treaty that at once exhib, a strikin 
metance of the torce of justice and pacific prime 
Plea, even when employed in dealing with uneci- 
Vilized men. Vhe great elm tree under which 
this treaty was confirmed, was henceforward 
held in especial veneration by the inhabitants of 
the province, and when blown down a lew years 
ago, the wood was made into various articles to 
be kept as memorials, of 1, and to be particularly 
regarded—A litle piece of superstition, my broth.

His answer to the offer of a public manifestation 
of esteem on bis entry into London, is worthy of 
the better days of Roman patrivtism and devotion. 
He emphatically says, “These testimomies of 
kindness tear my soul. Tam received as # con. 
queror, | am dragged to spectacles; festivals are 
offered to me, while I only desire, as it is my du- 
ty, to deplore in mowrning and solitude the mis- 
fortunes and slavery of my country.” To an in- 
vitation to a public dinner he replied,—* f am in 
iM health, an unfit guest for the rich repast : 1 am 
unhappy: I have left behind me an oppressed 
country ; @ wile and parents, a brother and friends, 
are sjiil there. ‘These are no subjects tor mirth 
and feasting.” The Spanish Commitice have ad 
dressed a letter to Mina,.with a tender of five 
hundred pounds for his own immediate use. The 
general, since his arrival in England, has address- 
ed a letter to Mr. Canning, characterized by great 
elevation of sentiment, ia which he alludes, in a 
most affecting menner, to the fate of his unfortu. 
nate country. The Right Honorable Secretary it 
is said, was so pleased with this epistle, that he 
has shown it in most of the diplomatic circles, and 
especially to Count Lieven, 

On the 14th of November, a terrible hurricane 
was experienced at Messina, accempanied with 
thunder, lightning and earthquake. Upwards of 
100 persons were the victims of this evens— 
Some of the inbabitents even had difficulty to ex- 
tricate themselves from danger by breaking 
through the roof, or through the floors of the 
higher apartments, Such is the quantity of sand 
and other materials which the waters have brought 
into some of the principal streets, that they resem- 
ble country roads, since they are covered to the 
height of five feet or more. 

The Mor:ing Herald states, that the Turks had 
been obliged to raise the siege of Missolunghi— 
an event, which, if true, would be likely, by induc- 
ing Arcanania and Albama to decide in favour of 
the Greeks, to have a strong influence on the issee 
of the war. The financial distress of the Turks is 
said to be extreme—and they have been obliged 
to adulterate the currency, An extraordinary Di- 
van had been held, and the result is stated te have 
been a determination to pfopose an amnesty to the 
Greeks, and to offer to place them under gover- 
nors of there own, like Moldavia and Wallachia.

The following atrocious and barbarous act on

AN ITALIAN VILLAGE. 

Mr. Povison,—I select your pauper to mention a 
spectacle that is presented for public view which 
must afford gratification to people of taste and 
discernment. The public spirit that has recently 
been displayed in affording assistance to the un- 
fortunate Greeks, fully proves that the classic 
ground of antiquity is calculated to excite our 
feelings, but whilst we look with interest upon 
Attica and Peloponessus, our attention will be 
turned occasionally to Italy, so fruitful in topicks, 
calculated to warm our feelings and to enlighten 
our minds. To visit Haly is the earnest desire of 
every traveller who crosses the ocean; but to 
these who are deprived of this gratification, Nalian 
scenery and customs are equally interesting — 
Confined within the streets of Philadelphia, we 
delight to follow the Journalist across the Alps, 
and contemplate with bim not only the venerable 
ruins of the mistress of the world, but the manners 
and eustoms of old, populous, and celebrated 
countries. The improvement is as great as the 
gratification, for we see the good as well as the 
bad actions that exist there, and can imitate the 
former, whilst we avoid the latter. 

Mr. Persieo, an ftalian Artist of distinction, has 
prepared for exhibition, a representation of an 
Itahan Village, which is now to be seen in Ches- 
nut street, above Fifth. The heuses are built in 
the Italian mode, and present to the view an accu- 
tate description of the manner of living in that 
country. The eostumes of the inhabitants are 
such as are usually worn, and the various avoca- 
tions of the people are displayed. The images 
both of man and brute were executed by the first 
Artists of aly, and are admirable specimens of 
sculpture. ‘iany of them were made by Canova, 
when young and unknown to fame, but were af 
terwards sought after to adorn the halls of the 
rich patrens of the arts. 

The bustle and confusion of the village when 
the inhabitants appear to be crowding to a fair is 
finely contrasted with the neighbouring bills and 
vallies, where Italian cattle, of various kinds, are 
seen grazing. The arrangement of this scene 
does the artist infinite credit. It presents to the 
view a representation of Italy, More accurate than 
can be derived trom books, and whilst we are gaz- 
ing upon it, we almost fancy ourselves roaming 
over the bills and vallies of that enchanting coun- 
try. Those who saw Mr. Persico’s painting of 
Hebe, when it was exhibited at the Athenazum 
and Academy of Fine Arts, and admiied the soft 
and tender expression of the eye, the exquisite 
symmetry of the features, and the thousand charms 
that were developed by his pencil, will not accuse 
me of exaggeration, when | speak with applause 
of another specimen of his skill and taste. =X.

CURIOUS CASE IN FLORIDA. 


A case of an unlawtul detainer having been 
brought for trial in the month of December last, 
by the Corporation of the city of St. Augustine, 
before a Court of Jastice, formed of Mr. Gould and 
Mr. Gibson, the latter (BE. 2. Gibson) demanded 


(Waters smith,) the use of the public building 
belonging to the United States, in St. Augustine, 
called the Government House, in which to hold a 
Court for the trial of thie case. A large room in 
the building was immediately opened by the Mar- 
shal, which was considered every way convenient 
for the Justice’s Court. Justice Gibson, however, 
refusing to occupy this room, demanded of the 
Marshal, through the medium of the Sheriff, the 
use of another room, in which the Superior Court 
was accustomed to hold its sittings. To this de. 
mand the Marshal declined giving his consent, 
and withheld the key of the room. Justice Gib. 
son then ordered the Sheriff to make forcible en. 
try; but on his refusing to obey, the Justice him. 
self took a pick-axe, broke epen the door, took 
immediate possession, and constituted his Court 
for the trial of the above case. At this time the 
Marshal entered the room, protested against the 
occupation, and ordered the Justice and all other 
persons to leave that apariment. Justice Gibson, 
instead of obeying, committed the Marshal to the 
county jail for twenty-four houra, for a contempt 
of his Court. ‘The Marshal immediately petition- 
ed for a writ of Habeas Corpus, and had, in conse- 
quence, his case brought for trial before the Hon. 
Joseph L. Smith, Judge of the Superior Court for 
East Florida, who, on a full consideration of the 
matter, decided that the Marshal had aeted in 
conformity with his official duty, and, therefore, 
directed that he should be set at liberty from the 
custody of the Sheriff attending on the Justice’s
